On a trip 
to the Pacific coast this year I found that 
the furniture dealer believed that 
every furniture made in North 
Carolina was made by negroes. This is of 
course incorrect, only 5 to 10 per cent. of 
the employes being negroes. 

We are shipping this week five or six cars 
furniture, Circassian walnut, ve 
neered and solid mahogany, quartered oak, 
veneered and solid, in all finishes, to British 
Columbia, The average car of cheap stuff 
would be worth about $600 or $800; our cars 
are worth $1600 to $2200. This is written 
merely to call attention to the fact that the 
South is improving very much in the furni- 
ture line as well as in other lines.
